They very naturally object to the extension of a trade in which 
they have no share, and the profits from which only strengthen 
an able and dangerous rival, whom they shrewdly suspect 
of a design to become their absolute master. It appears 
that Osaka not being strictly his own port, the Shiogoon, 
by taking the responsibility of promising that it shall 
be opened in 1868, has so far committed himself that the 
Daimios opposed to him: have just ground of complaint that 
they had not been préviously consulted, They carefully avoided 
giving him any opportunity of consulting them, it must be re- 
marked, by steadily refusing to attend the conference which he 
| bas repeatedly endeavoured to assemble for the purpose. Now 
they declare that Osaka shall not be opened, unless foreign 
trade is also permitted at certain points in their own do- 
minions, and Satsuma, Chiosiu, Echizen, Tosa, and Kanga have 
declared that if Osaka be opened in 1868, they will themselves 
invite foreigners to trade at their own ports. It is difficult to say 
how this can be prevented with any show of right, and very easy to 
see that much evil will: result from the fulfilment of their threat. 
Subjects of Powers having treaties with the Shiogoon can be 
punished for trading at any of his ports not opened by those 
treaties, but at ports out of his territory, and where his autho- 
rity is not acknowledged, we can see nothing to prevent traders 
doing whatever business they can, particularly when specially 
invited by the Sovereign of that country. On the other 
hand, foreign Powers will certainly never make a number of 
separate treaties with these individual Daimios, and, con- 
sequently, foreign traders repairing to their ports would have 
to do so on theirown responsibility, and would be without the 
inestimable advantage of consular protection. Probably business

We were just able, as we were going to press with our last, 
to announce the arrival of Sir Harry Parkes and suite in the 
Basilisk. The American and Dutch Ministers having returned 
before, the corps diplomatique usually resident in Yedo ‘was 
made once more complete by the arrival of M. Leon Roches 
from Nagasaki in the Guerriere on the-7th inst. It has since re- 
' ceived an addition in the person of M. le Comte de Ja Tour, who 
arrived in the French mail on the 9th inst. to represent in 
Japan the Kingdom of Italy ; and by the same opportunity 
M. t’Kint de Roodenbeck, Minister for Belgium, returned 
from a lengthened tour in China. We hear that Mr. Eugene 
van Reed, an American gentleman who has resided here since the 
ports were first opened, is on the point of concluding a treaty 
with the Shiogoon for the Sandwich Islands, and Sweden will 
also soon be represented. The advantage accruing to either 
party to several of these newly formed alliances are not, at 
present, apparent, but no one can tell what the future may 
bring forth. 





CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to the 23rd June, two days later. 
The outward mail of May 10 was delivered on the 22nd 
June, with London telegrams to May 30. The following few 
items of news are from the North China Herald :— 

Further ‘correspondence regarding the new rules proposed 
by the Silk Guild has passed between the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the foreign officials, and the Taotai; also further 
voluminous correspondence regarding the employment of foreign 
vessels in the bean trade. The Taotai’s late proclamation on 
the latter subject has, we are ‘glad to learn, encouraged the 
charter of a number of vessels, and demand still continues. It 
remains to be seen whether the permission accorded is, this 
time, bona fide; or whether, on their return to Shanghai per- 
mission to land the cargoes will be again refused. 

The negotiations that have taken place during the last two 
years regarding the employment of foreign ships in the bean 
trade disclose an amount of duplicity on the part of the Chinese 
authorities as disgraceful as it was unwise. So long ago as 
March, 1862, official intimation was given that the pro- 
hibition laid on the export of pulse and bean cake from 
the ports of Chefoo and Newohwang under the British 
flag had been rescinded, and a remunerative trade to 
foreign shipping was at once opened up. But two 
years later, when the danger which had induced the ocon- 
coasion had passed away, and foreign assistance was no 
longer needed to prevent the Taiping occupation of Shanghai, 
the privilege accorded was secretly withdrawn. No open warn- 
ing was given of the change, but, in June, 1865, vessels arrivin 
here with beancake from the North found themselves prohibited 
from discharging their cargoes ; and shortly afterwards, on the 
3rd of August, a formal notice was issued that all shippers in 
foreign bottoms would subject themselves to this penalty. 
Eventually, at the request of several native consigrees, per- 
Mission was granted for discharge of vessels that had 
been chartered previous to the date of the prohibi- 
tion; but an intimation was renewed that none char- 
tered subsequently would be allowed to land their cargo. 
Shanghai was the only port at which this prohibition was en- 
forced, so it would appear that the local Government and not 
that at Peking is at fault. Veasels have continued to run from 
Chefoo and Newchwang to the southern ports without let or 
hindrance, The thanks of firms interested in the shipping 
trade are due to Messrs. Tilby and Co. for the persistence with 
which they brought these facts to the notice of H.M. Consul, 
and urged the address of energetic remonstrance both to the 
local authority and to Peking, while others abandoned the cause 
in despair. On the 15th June, 1866, the public notification 
by the Taotai, for which they pressed—that natives as well 
as foreigners were at liberty to employ foreign vessels in 
the trade—wes at length obtained. The Taotoi denied all 
interference on the part of himself or his subordinates, and 
officially proclaimed that “the conveyance had been autho- 
rised of pulse and beancake in foreign vessels from Newchwang 
and Tungchow.” Better acquainted, however, than foreigners 
with the wiles of their own rulers, native merchants still de- 

to believe in his Excellency’s intent ; and when at length 
tW® from among them were induced to charter a couple of ves- 
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sels for the trade, they were met, on the return of the ship 
and cargo to Shanghai, by a refusal to permit its discharge, 
“It was not allowed to import cargoes from the North 
in foreign bottoms; those cargoes could not be sold 
here, but must be sent away,” was tha} reply received at 
the Taotai’s office to an application on the subject, And 
here the matter rested; for more than eighteen months the 
northern trade hag been closed to foreign shipping, no vessel 
except the two in question having been chartered since August, 
1865. The oooasion of Sir Rutherford Aloock’s visit has been 
taken by the Chamber of Commerce to address a letter to him 
on the subject ; but their action had been anticipated by his 
Excellency, who had addressed the Governor-General of Nan- 
king on the subject a few days previously. Tsen-kwo-fan’s 
reply reiteratea the false assertion of the Taotai, that no 
prohibition against the employment of foreign vessels in the 
bean trade exists. He refers to the proclamation issued last 
year by the Taotai as a proof that no official interference has 
been exerted, and says H.M.’s Consul acknowledged that the 
behaviour of Chinese officials in the matter called for general 
gratitude. And now another proclamation has been issued, 
which has, we are glad to learn, had the effect of encouraging 
Chinese merchants to charter a whole fleet of vessels from 
hence to the northern ports and back, As, judging from pre- 
vious experience, they have doubtless not done this without 
ascertaining the Taotai’s real intention on the subject, we may 
hope that the permission now accorded is genuine. 

The body of the second officer of the ship Lennoy Caale, 
who had been missing for a fortnight, wag found on the 17th 
June in the river. It is supposed that he was drowned on 
the'2nd June, as he left the ship about six P.M. on that day and 
nothing had been heard of him since. A court of inquiry was 
held to endeavour to ascertain the circumstances under which 
he met his death, but failed. 

A disturbance took place at the Canton Theatre in the Maloo 
in consequence of three foreigners entering the theatre and 
occupying some private seats. They were asked to remove by 
some Chinese attendants, but not understanding them they sat 
still. The audience then commenced leaving the theatre, 
throwing cups, &c., but there do not appear to have been any 
severe injuries received by any one. 

An account is given of the format opening of the new 
Racquet Court on the 19th June. The building quite comes up 
to, if it does not exceed expectation, and comprises every com- 
fort and convenience for players. It has been erected at ag 
total cost, including the purchase of land, of about 12,000 taels, 

A meeting for the discussion of missionary topics was to be 
held at the rooms of the Asiatic Society on the 24th June, 
which it was hoped would be the first of a series. 

Twenty-three mow of land near Messrs. Gibb Livingston's 
wharf, having 300 feet water frontage, have been sold at auc- 
tion for 17 taels per mow. 

It has been resolved to erect the following lights at or near 
the entrance to the mouth of the Yangtze :— 

1.—A Revolving Light of the first order on the North Saddle 
Island, at an elevation of 250 feet above the sea. 

2.—A Fixed White Light on Gutzlaff Island, showing all 
round the horizon at an elevation of 210 feet, visible 15 miles 
over the Northern half, and 20 miles over the Southern half of 
the horizon. 

3.—A Revolving Red Light at an altitude of 38 feet, visible 
all round the horizon at a distance of 12 miles on the present 
Light Vessel moored at the Tung-sha Bank. 

4.—A Fixed Light, with short eclipses, visible 12 miles for 
the Kintoan Beacon, obscured on the land side. 

We are glad to hear (says the Friend of China) that Mr 
Chaloner Alabaster, whose decoration of the Star of China we 
noticed before, is likely to receive a more substantial dowceur 
in the shape of a thousand dollars from his Exoellency the 
Taoutai, this being offered for his services in establishing and 
carrying out so economically the institution known as the 
Mixed Court, the sum to be paid from the Court’s fee chest, 
provided his Excellency the British Minister does not say nay. 
All we say is we most cordially wish he may get it ! 

Weare indebted to the Shanghas Recorder for the following :— 
“ A Chinese official recently arrived from Nanking expresses his 
doubts as to the possibility of ever terminating the Nienfej 
troubles. ‘This, he says, is a different affair to the Taiping re- 
bellion, in which the opposition was greater, but it was at least 
concentrated, and the Government knew where to go and oppose 
the insurgents. But with tho Nienfei it is hopeless. So soon 
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as a force is brought against them, they disperse and are off to 
the mountains ; while no sooner are the Imperial troops re- 
moved than they are back again. The same person expresses 
his doubts as to the reported successes of Li in the North, 
adding that these victories are always egregiously exaggerated.” 

We regret to hear that the S.S.N. Company’s new steamship 
Manchu, which left Shanghai for Tientsin on the 16th June, 
had the misfortune to strike on a rock off the Shantung 
promontory, and was compelled to return as fast as steam could 
bring her. 
pglt is stated that the firm of Mackellar and Co., of Hankow, 
is in difficulties. 

The following little story, given by the North China Herald, 
is curiously illustrative of Chinese social life, and though bearing 
the appearance of a romance is nevertheless perfectly true :— 
About thirteen or fourteen months ago, the mother of a young 
lady residing outside the north gate of Shanghai city discovered 
that her daughter was enceinte, and that this condition had 
been brought about by the trusted nurse of the family having 
been in the habit of trading on the daughter’s charms, making 
always some excuse to the mother of a visit to a neighbour to 
account for the occasional absence of the frail one from the 
parental cottage. The mother, on making the above-mentioned 
discovery, was so incensed that she induced some of her male 
relatives to beat the nurse to death with bamboos. The friends 
of the nurse thereupon took legal opinion on the case, which 
resulted in a petition being presented to the Shanghai Hsien, 
who (with that love of justice, we presume, which so eminently 
characterises a Chinaman) caused inquiries to be made into the 
matter, and bringing home the murder to the mother as the 
instigator of the crime, condemned her to death. But the 
mother being far gone with child, the sentence was allowed to 
stand over till the child should have been born and weaned, and 
this latter circumstance having taken place the other day, the 
sentence was carried out, the mother being strangled outside 
the south gate. A cord was placed round the unfortunate 
woman’s neck and gradually tightened till strangulation was 
nearly effected, when the cord was loosened and breath allowed 
to re-enter the lungs ; this refinement of torture was repeated, 
and it was only on the cord being tightened the third time that 
the woman was allowed to die. Strange to say, during the 
thirteen or fourteen months which elapsed between the passing 
of the sentence and the execution, the woman was not kept in 
prison, but was allowed to live in her house outside the north 
gate, near the French conoession, a “ secure-man”’ having made 
himself responsible for her appearance when wanted for the 
purpose of being put to death. 

FOOCHOW. 

Dates hence are to June 23. The TYaswan sailed on the 

20th June. She met with a serious misfortune in her passege 
down the river Min. From Messrs. Gilman and Co.’s Circular 
of June 22, we learn that she had on board 789,500 Ibs. of tea, 
and that she is on shore on the north bank “a total wreck.” 
One thousand chests have as yet, it is said, been saved. Mesars. 
Gilman and Co. are Lloyd’s agents. 
The Foochow Advertiser says :—‘ There is little change to 
repert in the tea market. As buying has continued on the 
same heavy scale, at about former prices. The only description 
in which a fall has been established is inferior Congou, which 
is now in full supply. Total settlements to date, of Congous 
alone, are nearly 150,000 chests. The export is already 
11,500,000 Ibs. and before the departure of the mail is expected 
to reach 14,000,000. Such figures as these, combined with the 
exports from the other tea ports which are no doubt in the 
samo rate, cannot fail to affect the home market, and we mast 
say that it surprises us that they produce so little effect on this 
market.” , 

Mr. Watters, late H.M.’s acting Vice-Consul at Tameuy, kas 
been transferred to Foochow as third assistant, in place of Mr, 
Holt, who has been despatched to the former place to take 
ebarge of the vice-consulate. 

HONG KONG. 

From this port we have intelligence to June 29. No later 
mails or telegrams had arrived out since the date of our] last 
advices. The Overland China Maw supplies the following news: 

Cheong-po-sun, convicted of the murder of a clothseller in 
Yank-lane, and three of the four pirates convicted at the May 
Sessions for piracy and murder on the high seas, were, on the 

24th June, executed at the usual place in front of ithe Gael, 
The scene was probably the most exciting of the kind ever 
witnessed in Hong Kong for many years past, and may serve 
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to show both the justice of the sentence passed upon the 
prisonera and the hardened nature of the criminals who pass 
through our courts of justice here in Hong Kong. Of the 
Tank-lane murderer it was clear that he had braced up his 
faculties to die as stoically as it is in the ability of a humau being 
to do; and it must be said that he succeeded to perfection. On 
the scaffold he screwed up his face into a wrinkled and painful ex- 
pression, but saidnota word. Cheong-sin-fook, Lee-koon-hing, 
and Wong-asing, the three pirates and murderers, were the exact 
opposites of Po-sang, their violence being as strongly marked as 
was the coolness of the other. ‘They made no confession, but 
endeavoured to mistify the story of the piracy as much as pas- 
sible, each blaming the other, and all lying in the most bare- 
faced manner conceivable. The only statement in which they 
could be said to agree, was that the fourth prisoner (he of the 
alleged medical proclivities) was not an active party in the 
piracy for which they were sentenced ; and upon this additional 
confirmation, coupled with the lesser weight of evidence against 
this prisoner, he has been temporarily reprieved by the 
Governor. Perfect indifference and a species of bravado 
were maintained by these four piratical murderers until the 
fatal information of last evening; when the three 
doomed men underwent a remarkable change. Oaly 
yesterday morning two of them wished to fight each 
other; but this morning their pitiable moanings disturbed the 
quietude of the entire neighbourhood. While they were being 
pinioned, they sobbed and groaned incessantly, and on being 
led out to the Gaol office, where they were led by the Sheriff, 
they had to be supported by jstimulants, which the Tank-lane 
murderer refused with a shake of the head. Before proceeding 
to the scaffold, a final attempt was made to draw some confes- 
sion from the pirates and to clear some doubts arising from 
tho former confession of Po-Sang, but without suc- 
cess. Po-Sang maintained that there were five men 
engaged in the murder of the clothseller ; Cheong- 
lin-fook stoutly refused to make any admission, and 
influenced the others also to keep their counsel by his deterasi- 
nation. As the bell struck six o’clock, the prisoners were led 
forth to the scaffold, near which were a number of Europeans, 
one or two companies of police under Mr. Jarman, and fifty 
penal servitude convicts ranged on ene side of the compound. 
Cheong-fook had to be pushed up the scaffold ladder by main 
force ; and when all the condemned men had reached the plat- 
forma, there followed a scene which will not be socom for- 
gotten by those who witnessed. it. Po-sang was cool 
as a statue, with his paicfully drawn-up features; but 
the other three swayed about uneasily, looked behind 
over the wall asif meditating escape, now noisily resisting the 
executioner and again moaning and groaning as before. Cheong- 
fook stamped and danced upon the platform, and cursed and 
swore at the crowd below, until it was feared some accident 
might happen to the scaffold, and he had at last tv be bound 
round the ankles with a rope. The voice of the Roman 
Catholic padre was drowned m the torrent of abuse from the 
scaffold ; and it need hardly be said that the exhortations of the 
ministers of religion seemed to have not the slightest 
effect upon any one of the doomed men, except perhaps 
Po-sang, who now and then during the morming had 
listened to what was said to him. At five minutes past six, 
at @ signal from the Sheriff, the bolt was withdrawn, the fatal 
jerk given, and the miserable victims were left dangling in the 








‘air. Death must have been instantaneous, although the bodies 


quivered for some minutes afterwards. All three pirates wete 
stropg, powerfully built fellows, and would no doubt have given 
very great trouble had not the necessary precautions been taken 
in gaol and on the scaffold. With the exception of the objeo- 
tionable fact that the stone parapet and the lower bar of the 
scaffold again formed a reat for the feet of two of the prisomers, 
the arrangements were perfect. The seaffold was removed by 
eight o’clock—an improvement on former occasions, whe it 
was allowed to stand over Sunday. 

Margesson and Co.’s Chinese shreff has been taken in 
custody on a charge of having embezzled monies to the amount 
of $420 within the last four months. ‘The compradore of that 
firm appears as complainant im the case.

It is, we learn, in contemplation by certain benevolent and 
liberal Chinese, to erect an hospital for the benefit of the poorer 
class of their own nationality in Hong Kong. They have 
already bought a large piece of ground upon which to build, 
and have asked ‘the permission of the Surveyor-General to 
commence work at once. The petitioners are prepared to 
defray the entire expense at their own oost, and their intention, 
so far as we at present understand, is to place the establishment 
under purely native conduct. 

The report of the case of Olyphant and others v. Loo A-hung,

We learn that the case was ultimately submitted to arbitra- 
tion. 


JAVA. 
The account given in a late issue of the London and China 
of the disastrous earthquake that recently occurred 
in this island was, we are informed, in some respects inaccurate. 
The following additional particulars are extracted from a 
Semarang Circular, and may be received as authentic :—“ On 
“the 10th of June a serious earthquake occurred in the centre 
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of the ‘island, the effects of which were also felt here, but 
caused no important damage. Other districts suffered severely, 
and this is especially the case with Djocjacarta, where several 
indigo and sugar manufactories have sustained injury,; the 
former, however, were promptly got in working order again, so 
that work was only momentarily interrupted. Most of the 
sugar mills are again in operation, while others will be able to 
commence grinding within a month at the farthest. Regard- 
ing the extent of the damage to private property caused by 
this disaster, no definite statements have yet been received ; it 
is already apparent, however, that the reports spread on this 
subject were exaggerated. The crops have not suffered at all.’ 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of the 27th May arrived out on the 27th 
June, and London telegrams had been received to 14th June. 
Daring several sittings of the Legislative Council the chief 
subject for discussion had been the purchase of a steamer or 
steamers for tho service of a local marine. As was repre- 
senied in an able paper, laid before the Council by the Execu- 
tive, the position of the Settlements, placed as they are in the 
midst of a series of native States, frequently at war with one 
another, and the disturbances in which seriously affect the 
trade, render it desirable that the Government should have it 
in its power to interpose its authority, and this can only be 
done by way of sea or river. For these and other reasons it 
has been decided by the Council that a paddle steamer of about 
300 tons, with special adaptations to the service, should be 
intended for from England, together with a Tender and a 
Steam launch for shallow river operations. 

It has been decided by Government to give a subsidy of 
£100 per month to the British India Steam Navigation Com- 
pany for the maintenance of the present mail line between Cal- 
cutta, British Burmah, and the Straits Ports. 

Colonel Anson, the Lieutenant-Governor of Penang, had 
arrived there and relieved Colonel Man of charge. Mr. W. W. 
Cairns, the Lieutenant-Governor of Malacca, had been sworn in, 
and proceeded to Malacca to relieve Major Burn. Sir William 
Hackett, Acting Chief Justice, had arrived from Penang, and 
would open the third oriminal seesion of the year on the 9th 
July. The calendar was not large. 


PENANG. 

Dates hence are to July 10. The Penang Gaztte gives the 
following account of an expedition by H.M.S. Wasp to the 
Nicobar Islands :— 

H.M. steamer Wasp left on the 12th June for the Nicobar 
Islands to investigate about the murder of the crew of the brig 
Futteh Islam of Penang, which was said to have been perpetrated 
in these islands. The return of the Wasp gives us a miserable 
story connected with the Nicobar Islands, at least with those 
particular islets visited. To say that a nest of pirates have been 
discovered is almost too mild a term ; all the stories that we have 
heard of Chinese pirates hardly exceed in their narrative horrors 
such as we were yesterday told have been perpetrated in 
the Nicobar Islands, comparatively in our neighbourhood, and 
these have gone on for years unpunished until now! It is 
only now that one begins to think of the vessels which are re- 
ported as having been missing in the Bay of Bengal, and though 
there are but a few brought to light the presumption is that a 
great many more have disappeared, victims to the remorseless 
cruelty of those savages (we can call them nothing else) who 
inhabit the Nicobar Islands. 

At Trinkut the Wasp met two veasels, the Rattlesnake, under 
English colours but belonging to the Sultan of the Maldives, and 
the Harriet, of Penang ; they were both at anchor, and trading 
with the natives. It is reported that the natives threatened 
to attack the Ratilesnahe on the departure of the man-of-war. 
The captain of the Rattlesnake stated that he had seen a white 
(European) woman on the island about eight months ago, in 
November last. It appears that about six years ago a ship was 
wrecked on these islands, the captain and crew were all mur- 
dered by the natives, the wife of the captain and two children 
were taken on shore, and the ship plundered. The fate of the 
poor woman is sad ‘enough; she was passed about from one 
to another through the whole tribe, according to their wishes, 
the children being secluded. When the poor lady was seen and 
spoken to by the captain of the Jailesnake the natives probably 
got alarmed of the consequences of her being discovered, and 
the history goes that these miscreants gave her poison in the 
shape of a well-known poisonous fisb, the ian buntas 
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This was. not sufficient to kill her outright, and the 
sufferings she endured caused her to scream and cry out 
so much that one of the chiefs was forced, for his own com- 
fort (!) to take her into the jungle; he returned ‘without her, 
and she was never more seen. The Wasp has brought over 
three men and one: woman as prisoners, One of the 
men, calling himself Francis, confesses to have had a white 
woman living with him for four mouths. These people are 
detained by the captain of the Wasp until further orders. 


About two and a-half years ago another brig was seized at | 


the Great Nicobars, the captain and crew murdered, and a lady 
with two children taken on shore, probably treated in the same 
way as the former one, at all events, as far as daily life goes 
there, she is said still to be alive. The hopeful affair in this 
case is that, as the lady and children are on the Great 
Nicobar, and in the south-west monsoon which prevails 
just now, the canoes cannot cross over from Trinkut; the 
chances are, therefore, that relief will be given by one of our 
men-of-war before the rascals can despatch her in the 
same way as previously related. In the month of May, 
1864, the three-masted schooner Batdlie Nicol Jarvie, Capt. 
Cowie, left this for Rangoon. He has never beenfheard of 
since, and it was presumed that he fell into the hands of 
some of these Nicobar savages. Some time ago it was reported 
here that Mrs. Cowie was seen in charge of some natives in the 
Nicobar Islands. Can it be that she is one of these unfortu- 
nates enduring that miserable existence? We are happy to say 
that conjectures do not point to such a conclusion, for dates 
are rather obscure on the matter, and {indeed we hope so, for 
death would be preferable to being left to the tender meroies 
of the Nicobarians, - January, 1855, the British ship Arrogant, 
of London, 550 tons, was cast away on the north ‘end of Trin- 
cut. What?has become of the crew of this vessel? Have 
they also been made victims of by these savages? That, too, 
is a question which it behoves our Goverment to elucidate, 
somehow or other. . 

A most pertinent question to all this is how is it that we 
have allowed these people, who are so to speak, quite our 
neighbours, to carry on their nefarious trade so long? Surely 
now that the whole affair has been brought to light steps will be 
taken to remedy it, if not adieu to our prestige in this part of the 
Archipelago. From the months of March to October the S.W. 
monsoon blows in the Bay of Bengal and from October to April 
the N.E. monsoon prevails. The months of April and October 
are variable. A ship in the S.W. monsoon leaving any 
of the North-Eastern ports of the bay and _ bound 
for the Madras coast or Bombay [will have to run down the 
East side of the Nicobar Islauds, thence to the South ; but if 
in the enrly part of the monsoon, say April, she would take 
the Sombrero Channel between Nangcowry and Little Nicobar. 
We would therefore remark that vessels taking this route, 
which is a usual one in the season we mention, might find 
themselves in this very nest of pirates with which we are now 
too well acquainted. Ships sailing from such ports and never 
again heard of might have their loss easily accounted for by 
falling into the hands of such scoundrels. The harbour between 
Nangcowry and Camorta is perhaps one of the finest harbours 
in the{world.. It is completely landlocked, and with deep water 
at its entrances. There is room for a large fleet of first-class 
vessels, and it is a wonder that such a valuable harbour has 
been so long neglected. We hope that now, as the Wasp has 
recently been there and reported upon the advantages of such 
a harbour, it will no longer be left in the hands of savages.

COMMERCIAL REPORT.

’ CHINA IMPORTS. 
: Hona Koxa.—A considerable improvement has at length taken place 








Bales | in the market for Grey Cotton Goods and the Chinese have been buyers to 


alarge extent. This is probably owing to the very small stocks on hand, 
of which the dealers seem only now to have become suddenly aware. Sales 
of Yarn have been on a large scale, particularly in the first part of the 
fortnight.’ In the last few days the market has been quieter, but it closes 
steady, and no change can be made in quotations. Grey Shirtings have been 
in great demand, and have been sold to the extent of about 82,000 pieces, 
the largest settlements of these goods which have been made in one fortnight 
for upwards of eighteen months. An advance in prices of about 10 cents all 
round has been established, and the market closes very firm, with a steady 
demand. There have been a few sales to foreigners on speculation. 
T-cloths have again advanced about 10 to 15 cents per piece, and there 
have been large sales both of goods on the spot and to arrive. White 
Shirtings have shared in the general improvement only to a very small 
extent; rates are slightly firmer. Fancy Cottons remain completely 
neglected, and prices tend downwards. Woollens: Spanish Stripes, ‘Long 
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Ells, and Lastings show a slight improvement in price, a slight demand 
having arisen for these goods; Long Ells continue very scarce. Metals: 
Lead continues firm, as a Canton demand still continues; other metals 
Y‘emain much as before reported. Coals continue firm; a cargo of 1,100 
tons Bristol Channel Coal has been suld at 16 dols. per ton ex ship. 

SHANGHAL—The market has somewhat improved; the arrival of the 
steamer from Tientsin having given an impetus to several articles—any 
improvement in that market acts favourably on prices here. Grey Shirt- 
ings are in fair demand, and holders not forcing sales, prices are steady 
at quotations; best Eagles 8 lbs. 4 oz. tis. 2.60. T-Cloths: A little lower 
for inferior makes, but best goods still wanted; of these there there are 
but few. White Shirtings are quite neglected; Drills in better inquiry 
and prices rather firmer. Woollens: Long Ells have been placed to a fair 
extent at tls. 7.25 for H.H. assorted, and 7.20 for C.P.H.; Scarlet do 
not maintain their value of a fortnight since. Camlets: A few 
sales of favourite colours are reported at fair prices, but ordinary 
assortments continue very dull of sale. Spanish Stripes: H.H. have been 
sold at 65 cents per yard; the demand is not active, and in other 
woollens there is no new feature. Metals: There is little change to note ; 

buyers have fairly supplied themselves ; stocks have not been increased, 
and prices remain about the same; Nail Rod, for best brands, tls. 2.50 to 
2.55 per picul. Coals: Stocks have been increased by the vessels named 
as arrived from Sydney, and the cargo of the Lady Alice from Nagasaki. 
Quotations: Cardiff, from ships’ side, tls. 15; N. Wales, tls. 14, nominal ; 
English, tls. 14 to 15, nominal; Anthracite, tls. 13 to 13.5@, nominal 
sales, to arrive, at tls. 13.25. 

YOKOHAMA.—A decided improvement is ‘noticeable in Grey Shirtings 
and Cotton Yarn, and a good business, both on the spot and to arrive, has 
been done in both staples at a slight advance en our last quotations. 
Stocks of Yarn are very light. We have to notice a contract just con- 
claded for 150 bales, to be delivered in six weeks, at the following rates :— 
16 to 24s $68, 28 to 32s $70, and 88 to 42s $78. A fair inquiry has 
eommenced for Chintzes and other light summer goods, and it is worth 
notice that, in consequence of rumours that the French contracts for 
Black Cloth will be annulled, this article is again saleable, and a slight 
demand has sprung up. Most other Woollens continued quite inactive, a 
forced sale of Camlets SS at $15.50 being the only transaction calling for 
remark. In Metals, more businessis doing; a demand existing for hoop 
and Nail Rod Iron and Lead, and some improvement im prices is apparent. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YokouamMa.—The new season has been opened by the arrival of about 
700 piculs of medium and good medium tes, the bulk of which was bought 
to complete the cargo of the Benefactress for New York, at an anneces- 
sarily high figure: say from 27.50 to 30 dollars. The quality of this first 
sample is not satisfactory, but considerable arrivals are now daily expected, 
when we shall have fair opportunities of judging of the character of the 
new crop. The remaining stock of last season's tea is about 2,000 piculs, 
and quite unsaleable. We give no quotations, therefore, for any but the 
kinds at which, as we have stated, business has been done. 

SHANGHAI.—Black.—A small inquiry has sprang up during the past 
few days for the new Ningchows and Hohows, and as mach as Tis. 34.0.0 
has been paid for a chop of each kind. Settlements have been light, but 
a very large amount of reshipments have taken place. The rates paid for 
the finest Teas are about equivalent to those ruling at the opening of last 
season, but fair and medium are obtainable at somewhat easier prices, 
Settlements for the fortnight, 3.700 chests; reshipments on owners’ ac- 
count, 68,400 chests; stock, 46 chops, or 26,500 cheats, 72,100 chests. 

‘Quotations.—Hohow, fine to finest, 82} to 34 tls. per pcl.; Oonam, com- 
mon, 23 to 284 us. per pel. ; Ningchow, fair to finest, 29 to 34 tls. per pel. ; 
Gopack, 29 tls. per pel. Green.—Only two chops of common Tea have 
been settled during the fortnight at Tls, 23.5.0, aud the season is nearly 
closed. Settlements for the fortnight, 415 half-chests; stock, 9 chops, or 
5,000 half-chests. 

Hankxow.—The business of the fortnight has been exceptionally large, 
and shipments continue on an enormous scale. Two settlements of finest 
Teas have been made at full rates, while medium to fine have advanced in 
‘value nearly Tis. 2.0.0. Atthe same time sales have been somewhat 
irregular. Quotations were—Oopacks and Con-sou-kais, medium to good, 
Tis. 24.0.0 to 29.6.0; finest, Tis. 30.0.0 to 31.5.0 Oonams, fair to fine, 
Tis. 19.0.0 to 24.5.0. Export of Tea from 1st January to 15th June, 
1867, 11,591,467 Ibs.; export of Tea from 1st January to 15th June, 
1866, 7,414,926 Ibe. ; increase, 1867, 4,176,541 Ibs.; stocks, 29,000 chests. 
Krvuk1ana.—Black Teas: About 25,000 packages are to hand. With 
the exception of the purchase of two small chops at tls. 26.0.0 nothing 
was done on the market till the 11th, when six full chops of finest Ning- 
chows found buyers at tls. 25.5.0 to 28.0.0 per picul, and since that date 
little has been doing. Quotations were :—Ningchows: Finest, tls. 25,0.0 
to 28.0.0. Export from Ist January to 15th June, 1867, 15,097 packages ; 
export for the same months of 1866, 17,106 packages ; stock, 30 chops ; 
decrease 1867, 2,009 packages. Green Teas: Nothing has been done. ; 
Foocnow.—Congou: The price for the finer descriptions has continued 
firmly supported during the past fortnight; the rates for the commoner 
. grades, which were slightly easier after the departure of the last mail, 
. Dave advanced to about the former scale, in consequence of the demand for 
Australia. Souchong: The teas, being generally of good quality, have 
. been freely tuken for shipment to the United Kingdom; a large propor- 
tion of this description is more or leas “ tarry.” Oolongs: Full prices have 

, been paid for these kinds, but rates are now slightly easier; the demand 
for America has not yet commenced. Scented Teas: Those at firat offered 
were deficient in scent, the flowers being very backward ; the teas have in 
many instances, however, commanded full prices; those now coming for- 
ward are better scented. The Taewan, bound for London, having a cargo 
- of 789,500 Ibs. of tea, atruck on the banks outside the mouth of the river 
and is likely to become a total wreck. Sales for the fortnight and prices 
ere as follows:—Congou: Dust and broken leaf kinds, 54 to 9 taels 
short ; ordinary common, 10 to 14 taela, short; good common, no sales ;

Scented Teas: Common to medium, 18 taels, short; fine 
to finest, 28 to 86 taels, short; sales, 15,656 boxes. 

Cantrox.—Country Congons: Three chops have been taken at from 
Tls. 17 to 18, leaving a stock of 54 chops or 8,764 pkgs. Although 
musters of a few chops of the new crop have arrived, it would be pre- 
mature as yet to express any opinion concerning them, Country Greens 
remain unnoticed. Canton-made Teas: Considerable settlements have 
taken place both fin Scented Orange Pekoes and Scented Capers; prices 
have been somewhat irregular, but as a rule they are tending upwards. 
Canton Congou of new make has received rather more than usual atten- 
tion, and Gunpowders have been inquired for to a moderate extent. Quo- 
tations are as follows :—Country Congou, Tls. 17 to 18; Canton Congou 
(new make), Tis. 24 to 27; Young Hyson, Tis. 22; Scented Orange 
Pekoe, 28 to 82; Scented Caper, 13.5 to 29; Gunpowder, 20 to 27. 

SILK. 

YoKoHAMA.—Business has, of course, been on a very small scale daring 
the fortnight. The exhaustion of our stock is sufficient to account for 
this, even with the general suspension of home orders, consequent on the 
fear of war and uncertainty regarding the new European crop. We esti- 
mate settlements, consequently, at only 125 piculs, which have been 
bought, generally, at a slight reduction on our last quotations. Stocks do 
not exceed 250 piculs, chiefly of mixed, low kinds. Reports from all the 
districts within reach are most favourable regarding the crop of 1867-8, 
which, it is generally expected, will show a marked increase over that of 
the season now closing. The weather has been all that could be wished, 
both for the worm and its food. 

SuHanGcHAl.—Daring the past fortnight considerable transactions have 
taken place at higher rates, and the settlements are estimated at fally 
4,000 bales: making a total of 5,700 bales since the lst Jane. The de- 
mand has been chiefly for chops and good silks, and lower grades could 
have been bought at comparatively cheaper rates. The late arrivals fally 
confirm former fears regarding the coarseness of the new silk, the parcels 
to hand being chiefly very full in size, and owing to the hurried manner in 
which the silk has been packed to meet the increased demand at this port 
many of the settlements are much mixed in size and quality. Thus far 
the reports of the second crop from all districts are satisfactory, and the 
Chinamen are unanimous in asserting their belief that we shall have fully 
45,000 to 50,000 bales of China silk available for export. Arrivals hay. 
ing come forward freely, the unsold stock has increased to 4,000 bales, and 
about 9,000 bales are known to be close at hand. From Ningpo 800 to 
400 bales have been received. 

Canton.—After the arrival of the English mail with rumours that the 
total yield of the Continental crop would be mach smaller than that of 
last year a good demand for fine silk sprung up. In the absence of stock, 
buyers in their eagerness only succeeded in forcing up the rates without 
obtaining any cargo. Inthe producing districts it seems that native specu- 
lators have bought up nearly the whole second crop, which they are now 
keeping back. Tsatlee reels are very scarce. Quotations are as follows :— 
Loongkong, No. 1, 560 dols, to 565 dols.; Loongkong, No. 2, 545 dols. to 
550 dola.; Kowkong, 500 dols. to 510 dols.; Rereeled Cumchuck, 696 
dols. to 600 dols.

HONG HONG. 


The P.M.S.8. Co.'s steamer Costo Rica reporta having left New York 
April 1st, and arrived in St. Vincent on the 15th. Left again let after 
coaling, and proceeded io Capetown, arriving there May llth. On the 
15th proceeded for Mauritius, where she arrived on the 27th, and after 
staying only seven hours left again same date. On the 11th inst. she ar- 
rived at Singapore, where she remained until the 18th, having experienced 
fine weather during the entire passage. 

The British steamer Taiwan, from Aberdeen via Singapore, reports that 
on June 11 she spoke the barque Emilie, from Singapore, bound to Amoy;

English ensign and No, 9,812, the pendant not distinguishable, being 
entangled with the upper flag of the signal, which was either 9 or 
8; she had double topsail hae on all three masts, and both 
ahipe looked like Steele's build. June 15, 10 A.m., exchanged sig- 
nals with the British ship Min, from Macao, bound to London, 
in lat. 14.80 North longitude 109.80 E. On the afternoon of the 17th 
the barometer began to fall rapidly with a northerly wind. Rant into 
Sampan harbour in the island of Hainan and anchored; wind veering to 
N.E. with heavy gusts. 18th. Tremendous gale from E.N.B.; veered cable 
to 60 fathoms on both anchors; midnight, heavy gale from E.8.E., with 
much rain; barometer, 29.19. At noon on 19th wind S. and bavometer 
rising ; weighed anchor and proceeded to Hong Kong. 

The British ship Chanticleer, from Saigon June 2nd, reports having éx- 
perienced light southerly winds and fine weather during the passage. On 
the 5th at daybreak, when off Collao Ray, a long and low piratical craft 
very heavily rigged, carrying a studding sail of Eutopean canvas and stink 
pots at the mast head, came out from ander the land, and at 9 a.m. bote 
up in the wake and gave chase; she was about three miles distant at the

THE GunzoaTs 1N CuinA.—Our latest advices from China (says the 
Army and Navy Gazette) represent the gunboats as being in excellent 
prder, and inthe highest state of discipline. Their commandets were 
looking forward with anxicty for the arrival of the new Commander-in- 
Chief, Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir H. Keppel, as they were in hopes 
that he would be provided with an organised plan for putting down piracy, 
which would not only give them and their crews a certain amount of prize- 
money, but, what they more valued for themselves, chances of promotion. 
The duties on the China station are responsible, and very frequently irk- 
some. The distance from home is great. The climate is admittedly moat 
injurious to European constitutions, and there seems always a fatality 
attending an officer when he has once been there; he is generally selected 
to go out again. The Lords of the Admiralty might, just by way of én- 
couragement, grant a commander's commission annualls to the officer who 
has most distinguished himself during the year. In the squadron some of 
the lieutenants can boast of ten, and even twelve years’ seniority. Verily, 
patience is very much exercised in China. 

Coorres aT New Onteans.— In connection (saysthe New York Times) 
with the reported arrival of coolies at New Orleans, brought hither to be 
used as labourers on the Mississippi sugar plantations, it may be interesting 
to know that Ah Yuk, a Commissioner from the Chinese Government, hag 
concluded contracts with a number of Lousiana, Alabama, and Texas 
planters to bring 5,000 more Celestials to this country for thelr use, and 
that they will arrive within a few months. Ah Yuk intends to bring them 
here himself, and will remain in New Orleans for a few months after théir 
arrival to insure the fulfilment of the requirements of the contract, among 
whieh {is an; agrcement that in case of the death of any of the labourers 
their remains shall be returned to China at the expense of the employers. 
The planters expect to profit greatly by the introduction of this class of 
labour, to supply the places of the women and children of the freedmen, 
who are now supported by their husbands and fathers, and attending 
schools, instead of working as field hands as they did when slaves.

THE RIVAL TELEGRAPHS TO INDIA. 

In a late issue we noticed three new plans for establishing a 
more satisfactory system of telegraphic communication with 
India and the East. These comprised, firstly, the ANGLO-INDIAN 
Company, which proposes to construct an independent line by 
way of Susa, Modica, Malta, and Egypt ; secondly, the Inpra, 
Cutna, AND CoLontaL Company, which prefers a complete chain 
of submarine cables, starting from Falmouth, via Gibraltar and 
Egypt ; and thirdly, a plan for an entirely new route through 
Prussia and Russia. The details of the last-mentioned under- 
taking were at that titne incomplete, but a tolerably full account 
of the plan having recently been made public, we are now in a 
better position to compare the respective merits of the rival 
schemes. ‘The name of the last new company is not yet an- 
nounced ; we understand however, that a direction has been 
established both in’ London and Berlin. It is proposed, in the 
first place, to lay a cable across the Channel, connecting the 
English and Prussian coasts, and to connect this with the 
Black Sea by a land line through Prussia and Russia. The 
Black Sea would be crossed by a new submarine cable 280 
miles in length, from the Crimea to the Circassian shore, whence 
another land line would complete the connection with the exist- 
ing Persian Gulf line to Kurrachee and Bombay. 

. Each scheme of course has its special merits, nor must we 
expect to find either of them entirely free from defects. The 
Anaio-INpraN line will probably be the first in operation, and 
being carried by a short and direct route, and worked through- 
out by au English staff, there seems no reason to doubt that 
the anticipations of the company—that they will be able to 
transmit messages between London and Bombay in six hours— 
willbe fulfilled. The arrangement by which a second route to 
Alexandria is secured is especially valuable as a provision against, 
the oft-recurring interruptions to which cables in the Mediter- 
ranean are liable ; and the advantageous contract made with the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company is a sufi- 
cient: guarantee for permanent efficiency, The only weak point 
we.can find in the prospectus of this company is, strange to 
say, contained in its very first line :‘‘ The object of this company 
“is to establish, under one control andmanagement in London, a 
“ direct and thoroughly effective line of telegraph via Egypt and 
“ Aden, to India, with extensions hereafter to Singapore, China, 
“Japan, and Australia.” Of the advantages likely to accrue 
from an undivided management in London there can be no 
doubt ; but}the control, we fear, at least of the Continental 
portion, would rapidly pass out of the hands of the London 
board of directors in the event of a general European war 
breaking out—and we see no indications of the immediate 
arrival of the Millennium. But we cannot have everything. 
This objection entirely disappears in the scheme of the INDIA, 
Crna, AND CoLonIaL Company, for, as we have already seen, its 
chief feature is the almost entire abolition of land lines, and 
the wires will nowhere touch foreign soil except in the transit 
across Egypt. Politically, therefore, this route would seem to 
possess decided advantages over any of its competitors ; but 
submarine cables are expensive to lay down, and still more so 
to, keep in repair, especially in the Mediterranean and the Red 
Sea. As regards original cost of construction the over. 
head line through Prussia and Russia would probably 
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be cheapest of all; but this recommendation by no means 
extends to its subsequent maintenance, for in Russia the 
land lines constantly require repair in consequence of ice collect- 
ing on the wires and breaking them down. This liability to in- 
terraption has other than mere pecuniary disadvantages. Our 
last advices from China state that Grant's telegraphic service 
via Kiachta, which has lately proved so useful during the 
summer months, had been temporarily interrupted by a break- 
down of the Russian lines from this cause. And with the still - 
unsettled ‘‘ Eastern question” staring us in the face, it is im- 
possible to forget that a war with’ Russia would close this route . 
atonce. Still, there is no reason why all three should not be 
carried out. In a mercantile point of view all will be useful ; 
competition will ensure careful management and a moderate | 
traffic ; and political considerations render a choice of routes 
always valuable. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Att apprehensions concerning the probability of our over- 
land mails falling into the hands of the French company have 
been set at rest by a distinct disavowal of the Duke of Mowyr- 
ROSE of any such intention on the part of Her Masxsry’s 
Government. So far, so good; but the PosrmasTer-GENERAL | 
goes further than this, and takes upon himself to declare that © 
no such idea ever has been entertained, an assertion which is 
strangely inconsistent with facts. In his statement to the 
House of Lords on the 9th instant the noble Duke said:— 

A ig curious idea has got into the public mind on the subject, namely, 
that in following out the recommendations of the committee we intended 
to give up the control of the postal communication with India, and throw it 
into the hands of foreign Governments. This is almost entirely a mistake. 
Such an idea never entered into my mind or into that of any other member 
of the Government ; and the only ground for it could be that in givi 
notice for tenders we did not put into them that we would not contract wi 
any foreign Goveroment. 

Now compare this with the following report of a question 
and answer on the same subject in the House of Commons on 
the 3rd of June last :— . 

Mr. Childers asked the Secretary of the Treasury whether any over- 
tures had been made to the French Post-office with a view to render the 
French mail service to India and China more available for the purposes of 
this country under the new system of postal communications, as recom- 
mended by the committee of last session? ; 

Mr. Hunt replied that forms of tender had been sent out, and tt was 
hoped that the Messageries Imperiales might be induced to make an offer | 

The PostMastER-GENERAL says that the idea of allowing a 
foreign company to compete “ never entered his mind, or that 
of any other member of the Government ;” the Secretary to 
the TREASURY says that forms of tender have been sent to the 
French company, and “he hopes they will be induced to make 
an offer.” Mr. CrawrorD, the champion of common sense 
against official stupidity, has written a letter to Zhe Times, 
pointing out how absurdly the two departments are at variance ; 
but comment on so glaring a discrepancy is almost needless. 
Really, my lords and gentlemen, you should endeavour to be a 
little more consistent ! 








THE FAILURE OF MESSRS. LYALL, STILL AND CO. 
Our last issue contained a report of the examination of 
Messrs. C. F. Sriiz and Grorez Mactan, two of the partners 
in the firm of Messrs, Lyatt, Sriti and Co., before the Court 
of Bankruptcy at Hong Kong. Our readers will have been 
astonished to find that no opposition was offered to their passing 
through the court. We must confess that we were struck with 
amazement at the following statements made in court on the 
bankrupts’ affairs which, according to the report of the official 
assignee, stand briefly as $635,935 on the wrong, and only 
$2,000 on the right side. 

The Crrgr Justice said this was a most satisfactory statement, and was 
what should be expected from the position and reputation of the firm bere 
in Hong Kong. The accounts and statements appeared to have been 
drawn up with very great care and very much attention. 

Mr. WuHyTE here observed that, as representing his three clients, Lie- 
bert, Mendel, and Henderson, he did not intend to ask eny questions, or 
to oppose the bankrupts’ discharge. 

Mr. PoLvLarp stated that so far as Messrs. Fussell and Co. were con- 
cerned, for whom he appeared, he had no questions to ask and no oppo- 
sition to make.« He appeared also for the Oriental Bank, who had a 
possible interest in the bankruptcy. A gentleman of the bank's staff had 
examined the books, and had found them so correct that no opposition 
was offered. - : ae re. ae 

His LorpsHiIP, in doing so, remarked that, from what he had seen, be 
thought nothing had entered the case which ‘could be said to go beyond 
the common state of things present in any bankruptcy. It was satisfactory 
that the books told the whole tale,’as that was'the ‘first merit in any bank- 
ruptcy, and both bankrupts were entitled to‘that credit in this case. They 
would leave the court without the slightest. imputation, except that cer- 
tam want of prudence which characterised almost every one who traded 
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largely in China. There were, however, different interpretations of what 
constituted a want of prudence in the legal meaning of the term. That 
which in a place like London or Liverpool—{ Mr.Pollard: Or Manchester 
(laughter). ]|—would be nothing extraordinary, would in 3 small town be 
looked on as an excess of speculation quite incompatible with fair busi- 
ness. The bankrupts bad breathed a China air and formed China habits ; 
they had played for high risks and lost ; and he thought that those who 
had supplied them with the means of such extravagant speculation had the 
least cause to complain. 


This expression of opinion in Hong Kong on the failure of the 
firm is so diametrically opposed to that current in London and 
Manchester that we have considered it our duty to examine into 
the case, and we regret that the result is very unfavourable to 
the bankrupts. It has been correctly described as “a very 
bad case,” and how Judge SMALE could commit himself to such 
an expression of opinion—amounting really to panegyric on 
the conduct of the bankrupts—is a mystery. Surely his legal 
mind must have seen that there were most important irregulari- 
ties in the matter of the assignment of goods per Min, as that 
case had been heard before the court, and in summing up his 
Lordship decidedly did so in favour of Menpex and Lizszet, 
the vendors of the goods, and against the right of the bank- 
rupts to make over the property to the banks as security for 
overdue obligations. Here is what his Lordship is reported to 
have said :— 

Did the parties who took the bills of lading take them with knowledge, 
or under circumstance in which reasonable men must have known that 
these men were insolvent, and that they ought not to have parted with 

oods atthe time. First, as against Mr. Kaiser, this point presents itself. 

repeat it because I think it important, that he resorted to a threat of a 
kind which was not excusable even if he then knew the firm was insolvent. 
I leave it to you as men of business to consider under the circumstances, 


must the man using so unjustifiable a threat be taken not to have known 
that the firm was insolvent. 


Really, one cannot help inferring, in the face of such ap- 
parent obfuscation, that his Lordship had himself very largely 
absorbed the China air end “China habits” to which he 
attributed the bankrupts’ disasters, The expressions on the 24th 
June are 80 totally at variance with those of the 6th, that no 
small amount of criticism has resulted. It is unusual, and 
rather too bad that any judge should go out of his way to 
animadvert on the discretion of the parties who had trusted 
the firm of Lyaut, Srmt, and Co., by stating that he “ thought 
“ that those who had supplied them with the means of such 
“ extravagant speculation had the least cause to complain.” 
Now this expression verg emphatically partakes of the nature of 
adding insult to injury, and it is most inexplicable how his 
Lordship could commit such an indiscretion. At 
this stage we will enlighten him as to the manner 
in which the “ means” were supplied by the Manchester 
hou3es. Mr. Georce LyauLand Mr. C. F. Sri, the two senior 
partners, then, being resident in London—and, according to report, 
living in mansions at Hyde-park in Oriental magnificence, and 
having good connexions, including Messrs, CHALMERS, GUTHRIE 
and Co., who acted as their financial agents—no difficulty was 
found in obtaining credits, and in the usual way negotiating 
with Manchester houses for the shipment of cétton and woollen 
goods. Messrs, LigBeRT, MENDEL, and HENDERSON informed them 
that for some years, owing to heavy losses ‘by failures in 
India and China, and the altered condition of the trade, they 
had been in the habit of conducting such business on certain 
conditions—that they did not part with goods unconditionally. 
The nature of their terms will be best understood by the fol- 
lowing heading of an invoice:— | 

“Invoice of 170 bales forwarded to’ Messrs.” Killick, Martin, and Co., 
London, for shipment 
and Co., Hong Kong, for realisation, proceeds to be remitted specially to 
meet Messrs. Geo. Lyall and C. F. Still’s acceptances against the ship- 
ment. . 

‘The terms were assented to by Messrs. Lyatn and Sri, and 
subsequently by the firm at Hong Kong conducted by Mr. 
Maciean. This gentleman wrote to one of the Manchester 
houses under date the 14th December, 1866, as follows :— 

We have the pleasure to acknowledge your favour of 24th Oct., in which 
you refer tally to the arrangement entered into between your good 
selves and Messrs. George Lyall and C. F. Still for the remittance from 
this side of cost of four: shipments of goods purchased on our account. 
These arrangements we have now to say will be carefully attended to by 
us, and remittances will be made in the form appended to your letter. 
Copies of our letters advising remittances to our friends will be sent to 
you regularly.” one 
Notwithstanding this letter it appears that Mr. Maciran 
handed over to certain banks shipping documents of the goods 
that were afloat on that very day, and even previous to that 
date—viz., on the 30th Nov.; and on the 22nd Deo. they made 
an assignment to the banks of all, os nearly all, the property

they possessed, although they were to all intentg and purposes 
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r Ariel, and consigned‘ to- Messrs. Lyall,’ Still,’ 


insolvents. This act was certainly one of the grossest injustice 
to the bulk of the creditors, That Mr. MacnEan knew that 
the firm was insolvent appears clear by a letter in the hands 
of the official assignee. The letter is dated 27th December. 
and addressed to Mr. Lyall, and runs as follows :— 

“As I told you in my last, I had a long chat with Paunceforte, the 
Attorney-General, and his great idea was that Kayser and Kaye should be 
kept quiet here, so as to give every chance at home, as so much depended 
upon that. Pollard, who was consulted two or three days after the mail 
left, by the two above-mentioned bankers, came to me to talk the 
matter over in a friendly way and see what could be arranged, 
so that these two banks miight say they had made satisfactory 
arrangements with Lyall, Still, and Co. Paunceforte and Pollard 
eventually came to the conclusion that the best thing that could be done 
would be to give these two banks a lien on such property as I could muster 
up. The two lawyers both considered that Kayser and Kaye were first en- 
titled, the one legally the other morally, to be satisfied, even at the expense 
of other creditors, hereafter; and if things came to the worst, and if the 
document which I have signed is proved to be illegal by the other credi- 
tors, as to all intents and purposes we were insolvent at the time, then 
Kayser and Kaye have no advantage, and would not retain their lien. 
Kayser is supposed to hold his as security for acceptance of the drafts by 
Chalmers, Guthrie, and Co., [ having been unable to give documents, 
and Kaye for balance of account, in both cases hard cash having been 
paid, one in consideration of my promising to do something which after- 
wards I was unable to carry out.” : 


Now we know that it is customary with banks to “ grab all” ia 
a case of this sort, but it is also customary for them to dis- 
gorge without demur such portion as can be shown to be held 
by the assignors in trust. -It is idle to pretend that 
Messrs. Kaye and Kayszgr did not know that Lyra, Smut and 
Co. held the documents covering the goods of MENDEL, LEIBERT 
and Henperson then afloat under certain special agreements as to 
the proceeds, although this is a point for the consciences of the . 
bank managers and Mr. Maciean; but we condemn their conduct 
in attempting to defend their claim when the facts of the case 
were known beyond doubt. By the verdict of the jury they have a 
triumph over the victims who trusted to the honour of the | 
partners ; but as announced in our last, it is the intention of 
Messrs, Mewpet and Liesert to appeal against the verdict to the 
Privy Council. The case of Messrs, HENDERSON has not yet been 
brought to trial, and this accounts forthe counsel, Mr, Warre, 
stating at the examination uf Messrs. StiuL and MACLEAN that he 
had no opposition to offer. This statement created most profound 
astonishment in this country, when placed in juxtaposition with 
the statements current as to the flagrant wrong inflicted on the 
Manchester houses. It appears that on Mr. -WHyYT#E rising to 
examine the bankrupts he was informed by the Judge that. if 
he examined either of them “as to any of the debts due to 
“ them by the bankrupts, he would consider it to be a proof of 
“ those debts, and an election by him to proceed in bankruptcy 
“and so to waive any right to stop in transitu that was already 
“ claimed, or to avail ourselves of the benefit of any lien or 
“ legal remedies.” 

Mr. Wuyte was thus prevented from bringing to light the en- 
tire modus operand: by which the firm had been kept afloat up to 
the final crash. This is to be regretted, as the moral character of 
China firms has suffered an immense blow, and it is only 
just that such acts should be made an example of, and not 
glossed over in the manner they have been. It is nothing more 
than a burlesque that the bankrupts should be told that they 
leave the Court without the slightest imputation, and be posi- 
tively complimented on the nice manner in which they kept 
their books! It is not necessary for us to detail all we have been 
informed on this subject ; but if one tithe of the acts imputed to 
these gentlemen be true, we blush for the honour of the China 
trade. 


WE understand that private telegrams have been received 
from Hong Kong, announcing that the affairs of Messrs. Dent 
and Co. have been thrown into bankruptcy. The “ Union 
Insurance Society,” hitherto managed exolusively by Messrs. 
Dent and Oo., is in future to be ‘placed on ‘an independent 
basis. It is reported that at a recent meeting of shareholders 
the accounts submitted showed a large deficit ; this, however, 
is in direct contradiction to a statement made some months 
since that the funds of the ‘‘ Union” were intact, and its 
affairs in a satisfactory condition. We trust the latter version 
may prove the correct one, but on this and other matters con- 
nected with the failure of this firm we shall have more to say 
in our next issue. 





| Tae high prices raling of late for China raw silk have ren- 
dered the published calculations of cost per lb. laid down in 
London of fittle practical’ utility. - The new tables issued by 
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Mr. Edward Holdsworth contain, in addition to pro forma 
invoices and account sales of silk shipped to London, the cost 
per lb. of China raw and waste silk laid down in London at 
5a. 6d. to 7s. 5d. per tael exchange for raw, and 5s. to 7s. 6d. 
for waste. The cost per picul of raw silk is calculated in these 
tables at 200 to 800 tacls, and of waste at 5 to 64 taels. °

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HOUSE OF LORDS, 

; POSTAL COMMUNICATIONS. ; 

(Aug. 9th.) The Duke of Montrose: I beg to lay upon the table « 
postal convention between this country and the United States, under which 
the postage between the two countries would be reduced from one shilling 
to sixpence. We hope that, in addition to this reduction, we shall have 
a more frequent communication with America; and I have little doubt 
that in a short time we shall arrive at what, perhaps, we never could be- 
fore have expected—a daily communication with the United States. By 
means of this convention we shall also be able to reduce very considerably 
the eto Canada. The lettersto Canada passing through the United 
States will be reduced from one shilling to eightpence. We shall also 
have an opportunity of facilitating the communication with the new colon 
of British Columbia. We shall be enabled to send letters there in a muc 
shorter time than by the present route by the Isthmus of Panama, and 
ata very much reduced cost. ‘I think your lordships will consider that 
these arrangements will be satisfactory to the country at large. I must 
say that the United States Government have acted with the greatest 
cordiality and with the greatest anxiety to facilitate all these communi- 
cations, (Hear.) Iam anxious to take this opportunity of making some 
remarks on the subject of our postal arrangements with India and China. 
After Jong consideration of the subject, a committee of your lordships’ 
House recommended the Government to give notice for the termination 
of the existing contracts for the purpose of having fresh tenders and a 
more frequent communication with India, 1t was pro that we should 
have a weekly mail to Bombay, and that a mail should proceed by railway 
from Bombay to Calcutta and Madras. We have followed out the recom- 
mendations of the committee. We have given notice to terminate the 
existing contracts, and advertised for tenders for future contracts to run 
mils from Marseilles to Alexandria, and from Alexandria to Bombay, 
China, and Australia. But a very curious idea has got into the public 
mind on the subject, and it has been alluded to in the other House of 
Parliament, and in many of the newspapers—namely, that in following 
out the recommendations of the committee we intended to give up the 
control of the postal communication with India, and to throw it entirely 
into the bands of foreign Governments. This is most entirely and gra- 
tuitously a mistake. ch an idea never entered into my mind, or into 
that of any other member of the Government; and the only ground for 
it could be that in giving notice for tenders we did not put into them that 
we would not contract with any foreign Government. From that people 
have taken the idea that we were to contract with the les 
Imperiales, and give up the control of the communication by our 
own vessels. In the committee of the House of Commons it 
was suggested that we should avail ourselves of the Messageries Imperiales 
in several cases, and even that we should throw it into their hands if they 
offered a r service than our own countrymen, That is wrong, but 
I do not say that we shall not under some circumstances avail ourselves of 
that company, and at present we send some let‘ers on their way to China 
by their boats. But these are only’ supplementary arrangements asso- 
ciated with the boats under our own control. To throw everything into 
the hands of any foreign country would be extremely impolitic, even al- 
though in the first instance it might enable us to perform the service 
cheaper. As I have said, there has been an entire mistake, and the sup- 
posed arrangement, which, as I have said, was never entertained, was sug- 
gested by the very persons who now find fault with it. They said we should 
not keep up the contract with the Peninsular and Oriental Company, and 
that we should give them notice and throw it open; but now they find 
fault with the Government for doing what they recommended, saying that 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company have some very fine ships, and have 
done the work satisfactorily. I would not have troubled your lordships 
with this statement if there had not been such an entire miscon on on 
the subject, of which it was desirable that the public should be disabused.

Brand Assurantie Maatechappy ” (established last year) lost 61,000f. ; and 
the “‘ Oosterling ” (established last year) 30,760f. of its capital. The very 
unsatisfactory result of the companies who are represented here is due 
to the fact that they accept too great risks and insure too large sumé 
upon the several ships.

The endeavoursof Mr. August Behti to emancipate the Ge and other

@ by the establishment of a ‘ Getrhanic Licyd's "of which I gave your 
readers some account a few months ego—have been crowned with the most 
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signal success, and the fall concurrence of the shipowners and anderwriters 
in Bremen and Lubeck, in the Baltic ports and in Denmark, Sweden, 
and Norway. The Association has declared itself “‘ constituted,” and is in 
fall operation. The central seat is Hamburg, with branches at the prin- 
cipal ports. The following is a list of the directors :—August Bebn, 
Shivdwaes Hamburg, President; F. H. Bitter, Managing Director of 
the Hamburg Marine Assurance Company of 1866, Vice-President; A. 
Beel, Managing Director of the Marine Assurance Company of 1859 at 
Lubeck; F. Harkort, formerly Captain in the Army, Knight of the Iron 
Cross of Bravery, Hornbruck, near Dortmund ; Franz Paetow, Shipowner, 
Rostock ;_ Fr. ‘Sehuler, Shipbuilder, Stettin; and R. Werner, Captain 
in the Prussian Royal Navy, and Director of the Royal Dockyard at Dan- 
zig. The two last-named gentlemen form also the technical committee. 
ft is understood that the directors have placed themselves in communica- 
tion with the French “ Registre Maritime,” the “ Lloyd Austriace ” at 
Trieste, the ‘ Associated Underwriters ” at Copenhagen, and the “ Norske 
(or Northern) Veritas " at Stockholm, and intend with their full concur- 
rence to publish a Register of Shipping, the materials for which are now 
being collected, and the work will appear on the Ist of October next. The 
fees for surveys of vessel are fixed at very low rates, so that there will be 
no complaintson that score. Two dollars will be the charge for a simple 
survey, and the fees of watching the building and repairs of vessels 
jess than half the amount authorised by the Bureau Veritas to be 
charged. The signs for the first-class will be Al and A2, B for 
the second-class, Cl and Ck for the third (signifying long or short 
voyages). Ships to remain ten years in the first-class, but after four 
years must undergo a fresh survey. At Bremen and the other 
ports on the Weser the shipowners, underwriters, captains, and ship- 
‘builders are all most favourably disposed to support the new institution to 
their utmost, and hopefully prognosticate that in less than ten years the 
: Bureau Veritas ” will be talked of as a thing of the past and an historical 
act. 

Great fears are entertamed here that the Prussian Government is seriously 
contemplating cutting the Gordian knot of the vexed question of the 
railway bridge over the Elbe between this city and Harburg—which has 
been in negotiation between Hamburg and the Government of Hanover for 
more than twenty years without finding a solution—by taking the matter 
in their own hands, and building it from Harburg to apoint on the Holstein 
side of the river below Altona, thus circumventing Hamburg and entirel 
cutting us off from direct communication with the sea. So much f 
certain, that a Prussian railway engineer has been sent down to ‘study ” 
the locality, and draw up a report with estimates. The line has already 
been surveyed and staked out, and as the execution of the works will be 
not only difficult, but must last five or six years, as the bottom to a great 
depth is all morass and soft mud, the estimated cost is twenty-five millions 
of dollars, or about £3,500,000, whilst the estimates for the two bridges 
across the two arms of the Elbe and the island of Wilhelmsburg from this 
city to Harburg, the plans and surveys for which have long since been pre- 

, were only ten millions of dollars. I need scarcely add that should 
the plan be really executed the commerce of Hamburg and Altona will be 
irreparably ruined, as it is not to be supposed that the arches of the new 
railway bridge will be either high enough or wide enough to admit the 
passage of large steamers and three-masted sailing vessels at all times of the 
tide, and in the night too, which would be a dangerous operation ; nor 
. Could the navigation be carried on if obliged to depend on the arrival or 
departure of railway trains, and the consequent temporary opening of a 
swing bridge. It is a great question whether Prussia, though undoubtedly 
in the possession of both banks of the Elbe, would have the right, in an 
international point of view, of cutting off the communication with the sea 
for an independent State. Hamburg is now quite as much 2 seaport as 
London, but should the bridge be built where now projected, Hamburg 
will become as much an inland city as Dresden or Berlin. Our only 

is that Prussia will not be prepared to throw away five-and-twenty 
millions of dollars, when the object may be obtained without its costing 
her anything, for it might easily be made a condition in the concession 
about to be granted to the Cologne and Minden Railway Company, who 
are willing to undertake the construction of the so-called Paris and Ham- 
sag direct railway, that they be bound to make the bridge from Harburg 
to Hamburg, the more so as the Hamburg Government has declared its 
readiness not only to bear five millions, or one-half of the estimated cost, 
but to give up without any remuneration the land required for the ter- 
minus and other parts of the works.

The Pantheon steamer from New Orleans brought 800,000 
dollars, some of which have only fetched 4s, llid. per oz,, 
showing a further decline of #4. The demand for China has 
very much slackened within the last few days, and further 
arrivals of dollars are expected shortly. 


The report of the Electric and International Telegraph Company, pre- 
sented on the 7th inst., shows an available balance of £68,095, and re- 
commends a dividend of 5 per cent. for the half-year, or at the rate of 10 
per cent. per annum. The receipts have slightly exceeded those of the 
corresponding period of last year, bat have not shown the usual ratio of 
increase, owing, it is presumed, to the general inactivity of business and 
total absence of speculation. A sum of £10,000 is to be carried to the 
trust fand, which will then stand at £105,174, and a balance of £4,626 
will remain to be carried forward. With regard to the agitation in favour 
of the taking over of the telegraph system by the State, the directors 
have never been able to elicit any information as to the intentions of the 
Government. They hope by the date of their next report the uncertainty 
may be removed, since it tends to paralyse arrangements that might other- 
wise be made for an extension of their operations. 


The half-yearly general meeting of the shareholders of the City Discount 
Company (Limited) was held at the London Tavern, when the directors 
recommended that out of the balance of £4,859 11s. 8d. the sum of £500 
be written off preliminary expenses; that a dividend of 10 per cent. per 
annum, free of income tax, be declared; and that the balance, amounting 
to £1,496, be carried forward to the next account. The report was unani- 
mously adopted.

Mr. David Robert- 
son, M.P., presided, aud announced a proposal of Messrs. Baring to ad- 
vance to the holders of the exterior stock, to enable them to subscribe for 
the additional amount they are to be forced to take, a sum of £800,000, 
which would be equal to 50 per cent. of such payment. The advance 
would be for six months, at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, with } per 
cent. commission, the stock being held as secarity. A strong feeling was 
immediately manifested that these conditions would present no advantage 
whatever, and that in fact to entertain them would be simply to trifle 
with the interests of a body of claimants who have already for so many 
years experienced great injustice. It was therefore resolved, with appa- 
rently only two or three dissentients, that the terms should be rejected, 
and that application should be made to the Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change to continue the exclusion of Spanish securities from the London 
market. 

At a meeting of the Eastern Assam Company it was announced that the 
directors are not in a position to recommend a dividend, owing to the partial 
suspension of operations occasioned by the suits in Chancery. 

The directors of John Crossley and Sons (Limited) have declared an 
interim dividend of 15s. per share for the past half-year, being equal to 
15 per cent. per annam. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Telegraph to India Company was held 
on the 9th, when the agreement with the Telegraph Construction and Main- 
tenance Company was confirmed.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Txa.—The public sale of last week was larger than any that have been 
held for many months past, and consisted principally of a good selection of 
Congous and Scented Teas. The prices vbtained for Congous were very 
irregular, owing to the hesitation of buyers; but, on the whole, they 
showed a decline on those given at the last sale. There is no alteration of 
importance in the value of Scented Teas, with the exception of the lower 
grades of Scented Orange Pekoes, which are rather lower, and all descrip- 
tions of Green Tea realised full prices. Some dust sold at the sale at 44d. 
to 5d., but it was offered ‘‘ with all faults.” Some interest was taken in a 
few parcels of Japan Greens, ex Rifleman, which has just arrived, and a 
few transactions in them have taken place, and the remainder of this cargo 
will no doubt be readily disposed of, as there is a good demand for all 
descriptions of Green Teas. The market price of Common Congou is 11d. 
per lb. Sound Broken Leaf can be bought at 64d. per Ib., and Tea Dast 
at about 54d. per Ib. 

S1.x.—Since our last report the Silk market has ee little or no 
change, no one buying beyond present requirements. The absence of de- 
mand, both at home and abroad, has been almost unprecedented, and prices 
are mostly nominal. The arrival this week of some of the early settle- 
ments of the new China crop has created a slight diversion, about 400 
bales finding buyers ; the opening price of Tsatlees being 26s. to 80s. In 
Canton Silk there has been some little business doing at rather easier rates, 
but the assortment is by no means generally desirable. Japan Silk is quite 
neglected. The total deliveries show a slight improvement, being 407 
bales China, and 234 bales Japan. We can as yet discern no general im- 
provement in the Silk market; the first unloading of new Chinas has natu- 
rally attracted some attention, and led to some little business, but there is 
no disposition on the part of the trade to buy more Silk than is absolutely 
necessary, and speculation seems out of the question. The opening price 
for classic No. 3 Tsatlee, 29s., is higher than some people expected, but 
appears moderate as compared with the quotations we have for some time 
past been accustomed to. There is a wide margin between chop Silk and 
medium and inferior descriptions, red Peacock having been sold at 26s. 6d., 
and good No. 4 at 26s. The estimate of export for the season has been 
reduced by recent telegrams from China to 40,000 bales, and if the reported 
failure of the second crop prove true, it is possible that even this figare 
may not be reached. In Japan Silk there is nothing doing, the best 
descriptions of ‘Mibash are firmly held, but ordinary and inferior qualities 
are pressed for sale.

The deliveries in 
all the sugar-consuming countries are progressing most satisfactorily, 
showing a decided and steady increase. The last sale of the Dutch Trading 
Company took place on the 24th ult., and comprised 39,000 baskets Java ; 
grey and yellow realised the rates current at the May sale, bat white sold 
at 4 fl. decline. The principal transactions on the spot have comprised 
14,000 casks West India; 16,000 bags Maaritus; 3,000 bags Bengal; 
14,000 bags Madras; 1,500 bags Penang; 33,000 bags Manila; 1,200 
casks Cuba and Porto Rico, and 850 bags Guatemala. The imports of 
sugar into the United Kingdom during the seven months ending 3lat July 
amounted to 341,758 tons, against 322,277 ; the deliveries for home con- 
sumption were 316,846 tons, against 272,761, and for export and coast- 
wise 5,966 tons, against 13,006. Thestock on the 1st August was 189,786 
tons, against 221,253 at the same date in 1866.

The mail, on 13th alt., brought ad- 
vices of charters for about 1,400 tons Copper, 850 tons of which were 
Bars. That on the 29th ult. brought advices of about 1,800 tons Copper, 
of which 1,200 were Bars. Sales of Bars have been made at £67 10s. 
Prices now quoted are: Burra, £84 to £25; Wallaroo, £82 to £88; 
English Tough Cake, £75 to £76; Chili Bars, £68 to £69. Tin: A 
large business was done in Tin during July, principally for immediate 
delivery; and the quantity of Straits taken out of warehouse here is very 
large. The consumption in England continues great, especially for Tin-Plate 
manufacturers, whose works were never more fully employed. The price 
for fine Straits in July was between £86 10s. and £87; it is rather weak 
at the latter quotation to-day through some pressing sellers. Banca is 
steady in Holland at 53 guilders; English firm, at quotations. Tin Plates 
are in very good demand, and, notwithstanding the large production, prices 
are rather stronger. The shipments in July were 140,000 boxes, against 
165,000 boxes same month in 1866. By the Board of Trade returns, the 
exports, January to June, were 36,690 tons, against 84,750 tons in:1866, 
and 80,410 in 1865. Lead is more inquired for, although there is at pre- 
sent no improvement in price. Spelter advanced in the middle of July to 
£21 5s., at which some small business was done, bat has gone back to 
£20 178. 6d. The stock on 31st July was 3,627 tons, against 6,808 tons 
in 1866. Quicksilver unchanged.
